Medical Science Is In Control O f G row th 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


• The young lady in the experi­ 
mental laboratory lifted a tiny rat 
hardly any bigger than the ball of 
your thumb from its cage and 
gently placed it under the ether 
cone. With all the consideration 
she would give a human patient, 
she induced anaesthesia and then 
placed it on an operating table and 
after surgical preparation of the 
field of operation she went in 
through the floor of the mouth and

exposed the base of the skull. W ith 
a small dental drill she opened a 
hole ju st under the pituitary body 
and after loosening it from its 
stalk, she applied a little glass 
pipette and through suction re­ 
moved the entire gland. 
No member of the Harvey Cush­ 
ing Society (brain surgeons all) 
could possibly have done a neater 
or a quicker job. She closed the 
incision and gently placed the pa­ 
tient in the convalescent cage. The 
whole procedure, which I timed, 
took four minutes. Three minutes 
later, to show th at perhaps we

operative 
periods too long, the little fellow 
was sitting up pulling his whis­ 
kers and looking around for some­ 
where to go. 


Pituitary Gland Removed 
Before she was through with 
him, though, she measured him 
from nose to tip of tail, because 
if she had been successful in re­ 
moving every bit of thfi pituitary 
gland that ra t would never grow 
again. Six months later, placed 
side by side with its brother and 
litter mate, whose pituitary gland 
remains intact, they will look like 
a giant and dw arf, although the 
dw arf has had exactly the same 
food as the norm al sized brother 
and in the early days of life ex­ 
actly the same amounts of food. 
So does this little speck of flesh 
shape our destinies, rough hew 
them as we will. 
How far can these experimental 
researches be applied to man? 
I remarked yesterday that many 
animals respond much more read­ 
ily to vitamin dietetic experiments 
than man, and the same applies to 
endocrine 
experim entation. 
We 
expect too much, and theory out­ 
runs practice. 
N ature makes some experiments 
and when overgrowth of the p i t u i ­ 
tary gland occurs, giantism or a 
sim ilar condition called “acromeg­ 
aly” occurs, lf the gland begins 


excessive secretion before growth 
in puberty is completed, the result 
is giantism with human specimens 
nine feet tall. If the excessive se­ 
cretion begins, however, after the 
long bones are set, growth does 
not begin again but the condition 
of acromegaly occurs. 
In acro­ 
megaly the bones of the hands, 
feet and jaw s begin to grow— 
which is a form of giantism . 
Stim ulating Growth 
W hat can be done to stim ulate 
growth in those of low stature? 
There are undoubtedly forms of 
human dwarfism due to deficient 
pituitary secretion and a specific 
growth hormone has been extract­ 
ed from the gland and can be ad­ 
ministered to such patients. 
It 
must be begun, however, before 
growth tendency has ceased and in 
practice it is not easy to find prop­ 
er cases so early. Although now 
that we know the possibilities 
more eases will undoubtedly be 
discovered in time for good results. 
Some cases are recorded in which 
increase 
of 
several 
inches 
in 
height has been obtained. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS 
T. G., Detroit. M ich.— “Could 
you tell inc how long scarlet fever 
germ s live? One of my children 
had scarlet fever six wrecks ago 
and is well now. Is there arty dan­ 
ger of the other children taking 
it?” 
Answer — Scarlet fever has a 
long quarantine period. There is 
danger of a convalescent patient 
giving it to others up to a period 
of six weeks after all symptoms 
have subsided. 
This is entirely 
different from measles in w'hich 
disease it is safe to allow the pa­ 
tient to mingle with others within 
a day or two.

Up the dusty Natchez trail in j 
western Kentucky one day there 
strode a young Confederate sol­ 
dier. His name was Butler and he 
was returning home for a few 
brief moments with his wife and 
children. 
Carefully he skirted the outly­ 
ing houses of the town of Hender­ 
son and walked on towards his 
home a half mile or so away. 
There in a 
beech 
grove, 
a 
stone’s throw from his log house, 
he stopped. 
Tethered to trees 
about the cabin clearing he had 
sighted horses — army horses — 
horses 
bearing 
the 
recognized 
equipment of northern troops. 
The young soldier spent that 
night hidden in the beech grove. 
And thwarted in his effort to 
reach his family, he carved a 
message deep into the trunk of 
the old beech. 
Whittled it out 
where he was certain his wife 
would find it on her daily trips 
from the house to the spring.

Whether he

J. J. Audubon 
These persons also found some­ 
thing else far more important to 
them. 
On 
another 
venerable 
beech, still faintly legible, they 
made out the delicately carved 
letters, "J. J. Audubon, 1814.” 
Yes, 
these 
were 
the 
woods 
where John James Audubon, fa­ 
mous 
naturalist, 
studied 
and 
sketched wild life during his nine 
years’ residence 
in 
Henderson, 
Ky. . . . nine 
typical 
Audubon 
years. He started with little or 
nothing, gained a moderate for­ 
tune and ended up by leaving 
western Kentucky "with only the 
clothes I wore that day, my origi­ 
nal drawings and my gun.” 
Today this section of Kentucky 
is rich in stories of the first 
American woodsman. 
Rich, too, 
in the relics of his life here. 
And in these same hills where 
Audubon studied and sketched, 
where he reached the heights of 
joy in his "dear little log cabin,” 
where his daughter and one of his 
"two Kentucky boys,” John Wode- 
house was born and little Lucy 
lies buried, where he achieved 


prosperity, where he lost it, has 
been built the only museum in the 
world devoted entirely to Audu­ 
bon. 
One 
hundred 
and 
sixty-five 
years after the birth of John 
James Audubon, the beautiful Au­ 
dubon museum and its surround­ 
ing grounds are almost complete. 
The Museum 
The museum proper, of provin­ 
cial French architecture built of 
stone quarried from the surround­ 
ing hills, already houses an Audu­ 
bon collection reputedly the larg­ 
est ever gathered under one roof. 
Formal gardens that front the 
massive building are beginning to 
color for the first time. And the 
flagstone walks and walls which 
link the main building to a big 
stone gate house have at last 
blended into their surroundings. 
Far off from the museum, so 
far that one can just catch a cor­ 
ner glimpse of it from tower win­ 
dows, has been impounded a wild­ 
life lake. 
No road runs near it, 
only a trail touches its borders— 
a trail so broken and rough that 
only the most ardent wildlife lover 
will travel it. 
In the opposite direction, over 
another range of hills, but still 
within the museum park area, the 
dam for a larger recreation lake 
is nearing completion by the Ci­ 
vilian Conservation corps which, 
with the Works Progress admin­ 
istration, has been charged with 
development of this Kentucky’s 
newest state park. 
$250,000 Exhibit 
In the heavily beamed main 
gallery of the flew Audubon mu­ 
seum the $250,000 Audubon ex­ 
hibit owned by Mrs. Leonard San­ 
ford Tyler, is on exhibit. 
It was 
leased by the state of Kentucky 
especially for the museum. 
Along this gallery’s broad walls 
are hung many of the pictures 
which for years were treasured by 
the Audubon family. 
Some of them are from the 
great ornithologist’s own brush. 
One even has his signature—and 
it was a rare thing for Audubon 
to sign his work. 
Then there is the brush work 
of the "Kentucky Boys,” Victor 
and John Wodehouse, both noted 
painters in their own right. 
There is the ladder-backed chair 
with short, stubby legs which the 
naturalist used while painting. It 
came from his home in New York 
state. 
Audubon Stories 
These 
are 
tangible 
things. 
What the new museum can’t hope 


to hold are stories like that which 
a grandmother often told — how 
she held a wild turkey while Au­ 
dubon painted it. 
Audubon one day climbed a 
tree to sneak the woodpecker 
from its hole. Thrusting his hand 
in the hollow he brought forth, in­ 
stead, 
a 
writhing 
blacksnake. 
Down tumbled Audubon. 
"Sacred? Ze devil!” he snorted 
to a friend who helped him to his 
! feet. 
"What I scared for? 
But 
I if you will see one tam scared 
I snake, look up zat tree!” 
Nor can there be any museum 
exhibit of how Audubon stocked 


I a small pond beside his Hender­ 
son home with turtles in order to 
; indulge in his special fondness for 


I this delicacy; how he absented 
himself from home for long weeks 
I pursuing nature studies while his 
family was forced to shift for it­ 
self; how a rat gnawed through 
and built a nest in the center of 
hundreds of ordinal bird paint­ 
ings the naturalist had stored at 
the Rankin home; how Audubon 
spoofed 
poor 
Rafinesque 
with 
tales of non-existent birds and 
fish. 
But these local stories, along

How Italians Push Across Egypt 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 — A 
four-point program to gear agri­ 
culture to the preparedness effort 
was outlined recently by Chester 
Davis, members of the National 
Defense Commission, in an inter­ 
view. 
Speaking as the Commission 
farm representative, Davis declar­ 
ed that agriculture is better pre­ 
pared than any other industry 
to supply resources and manpower 
for the defense program. 
Davis revealed that he has en­ 
listed the services of a group of 
recognized 
agricultural 
experts 
and economists who are concerned 
with the following problems: 
1—Location of new defense in­ 
dustries near rural areas to pro­ 
vide jobs for low income farm 
families; 
2—Affording rural youth better 
opportunities for industrial train­ 
ing; 
3—Maintenance of farm income 
at levels "to keep the farm plant 
healthy," and. 
4—Surveys of proposals for gov­ 
ernment food administration in 
case the United States goes to 
war. 
Faces Vital Problems 
"Notwithstanding 
agriculture’s 
preparedness, it faces some vital 
problems which concern the De­ 
fense Commission," Davis said. 
"Because farmers always have

would lose Its rating in Ohio. 
Cooperation Asked 
As a result a letter has gone to 
Police Chief W. F. MeCrady that 
asks full cooperation of the police 
department in an effort to break 
up any attempts to violate this 
order. The police chief has prom­ 
ised his cooperation, and that of 
his department. 
Chief MeCrady today took the 
opportunity to ask visitors to ob­ 
serve all laws. 
He warned also 
that parked automobiles should 
be locked, and that persons leav­ 
ing their homes keep a light burn­ 
ing so any law violators who 
might be prowling the district 
might 
remain 
away 
from 
the 
homes during their absence. 
“Many minor thefts are carried 
out,” Chief MeCrady said, “be­ 
cause of carelessness on the parts 
of automobile and home owners. 
The most foolish person is the one 
who goes to the business district, 
makes some purchases and then 
puts the merchandise in his auto­ 
mobile, then fails to lock the car. 
Our department does all It can to 
prevent any larceny, but we are 
asking the cooperation of all visi­ 
tors to the show,” 
Sheriff Charles Radcliff and his 
deputies joined in urging home­ 
owners to protect their properties

burning and by locking all the 
doors of their homes during their 
visits to Circleville.

REI GH INSISTS 
ON FOOD CARE 


BERLIN, Oct. 14—Without any 
immediate likelihood of winning 
the war against Germany by land, 
air or naval offensives, hopes of 
British statesmen that the Empire 
will come out as the final win­ 
ner through a tightened blockade 
are doomed to failure, well - in­ 
formed Nazi quarters assert. 
The European continent, it is 
claimed, 
is completely 
indepen­ 
dent of food supplies from abroad 
if waste is carefully avoided. 
The following figures compiled 
by the German Institute for Busi­ 
ness Research are offered to sup­ 
port the German contention: 
“As a result of the German vic­ 
tories over Poland, Norway, Den­ 
mark. Belgium and France and the 
subsequent re-orientation of the 
Southeastern Countries, a “Central 
European Economic Block” has 
sprung up. Thic bloc comprises 
the territory of (I) Greater Ger­ 
many including the Czech Protec­ 
torate. Slovakia, Memel and Dan­ 
zig as well as Poland, (2) Scan­ 


dinavia with Denmark, Norway, 
Sweden 
and 
Finland 
and 
(3) 
Southeast Europe with Rumania, 
Bulgaria, Yugoslavia, Hungary and 
Greece. 
Largely Self Sufficient 
Based on the average foodstuff 
production of these countries dur­ 
ing recent years, the institute finds 
that the Central European Block 
with nearly 186 million people is 
93 percent self-sufficient in food 
supplies and could easily make up 
for the other 7 percent by reason­ 
able distribution arid consumption- 
control methods. 
In detail, the Greater German 
territory with 112.1 million peo­ 
ple is 87 percent self sufficient, 
the Scandinavian countries with 
16.7 million 80 percent and the 
Southeast with 56.9 million 107 
percent, which means that large 
amounts of foodstuffs are avail­ 
able for export to the other two 
member territories of the block. 
As one of the methods proposed 
to insure an even distribution of 
available food supplies among the 
peoples of the European bloc it is 
proposed to educate the population 
of the Northern territories, not­ 
ably 
Scandinavian, to eat 
less 
meat and other animal products 
and increase vegetable consump­ 
tion.

LONDON, October 14 — Barred 
from joining the Home Guard — 
formerly known as the Local De­ 
fense Volunteer Corps—because of 
their sex, the women of Britain 
are today banding themselves into

Defense 
Corps. 
More than twenty branches of 
this 
new 
women’s 
organization 
have already been established in 
London and other large cities, and 
hundreds of women are enrolling 
daily for instruction under some 
of the best female shots in Hie 
country. 
The leader of the Amazons’ De­ 
fense Corps is Mrs. Venetia Fos­ 
ter, wife of a British naval offi­ 
cer. 
She Is being assisted in her 
task by her father, a war veteran 
and gunnery expert. 
Hundreds Enrolled 
“We intend to train women of 
all ages, and have already en­ 
rolled hundreds,” an official at the 
London headquarters of the Ama­ 
zons’ Defense Corps said. 
“Pur hope is that women, after 
training, will be admitted as mem­ 
bers of the Home Guard on an 
equal footing with men. 
Another 
point we are stressing is that all 
women of the Service organiza­ 


tions should be trained in the use 
of firearms. 
“So far, our eldest member is 
an active woman of 72. 
We do 
not take women under 18. 
Units 
of IO members are being formed 
in centers all over the country, 
and 
from 
these 
centers 
larger 
numbers are joining. 
“Training has started in many 
areas at local rifle ranges and in 
available halls. 
“We have no lack of instruc­ 
tors for husbands, brothers and 
friends versed in the use of fire-* 
arm s—many of them ex-soldiers— 
are helping the women to train. 
Unit Has Woman Leader 
Some of the women themselves 
are good shots, and in each unit 
there is an experienced woman 
leader. 
“Every member pays 12 cents 
on enrollment, and funds are be­ 
ing 
raised 
by 
the 
independent 
units to pay for shooting prac­ 
tice.” 
At a mass m eeting called in 
London so many women wanted to 
attend that a larger hall had to 
be taken to accommodate them. 
“Besides shooting practice and 
taking cover,” said Venetia Fos­ 
ter, “we do gas drill and hand 
grenade throwing. 
“It is the policy of the Corps to 
get hold of women who cannot 
shoot, and to teach them. 
It was 
not formed for good shots only.” 
Members of the A.D.C. have no 
uniforms, but a special badge is 
being designed.

state” to protect its industrial cen­ 
ters in time of war has been sub­ 
mitted to Gov. Arthur H. James. 
After two months study of the 
state’s aeronautical facilities, a 
legislative committee report urged 
the immediate construction of a 
statewide chain of 40 airports, in­ 
cluding five seaplane bases, and 
covered every phase of air defense 
from anti-aircraft guns to bomb­ 
proof shelters. 
The report was the first move 
towards encouraging state-spon­ 
sored airfields since 1938 wTen ad­ 
ministration - approved 
economic 
policies 
forced 
curtailment 
of 
state expenditures. 
Most of the proposed airdromes 
are located around Erie, Pitts­ 
burgh, 
Harrisburg, 
Allentown, 
Philadelphia and Scranton where 
are centered Pennsylvania's heavy 
industries vital to the nation's de­ 
fense. 
Breakup of Expenditures 
Preliminary work on the air­ 
fields could be accomplished with 
approximately 
$5,000,000 
from 
state funds, the report claimed, 
while an additional $15,000,000 
could be appropriated by the Com­ 
monwealth to supplement a pro­ 
posed cash grant of $30,000,000 
from WPA funds. 
The committee stressed the im­ 
portance of connecting the airport 
chain with a system of “cheap 
emergency 
landing 
fields — or 
strips—at intervals of not over 
IO miles.” 
In addition the committee said 
the state could well afford to fur­ 
nish 30 light planes for about $50,- 
000 to be used as "trainers” bv 
students at the state-operated air­ 
ports. 
The report pointed out that the 
airfields would constitute valuable 
bases for peacetime civilian and 


commercial flying at an entire 
cost “of less than one battleship.” 
Committee members said a bat­ 
tle cruiser was being built at Phil­ 
adelphia at an estimated cost of 
$43,500,000 with an additional $4,- 
500.000 purportedly required to 
deepen the Delaware River chan­ 
nel for the ship's ultimate transit 
to the Atlantic ocean. 
Beside 
the 
material 
benefits 
gained through state-wide aero­ 
nautical expansion the report as­ 
serted that Pennsylvania’s top­ 
heavy relief rolls, carrying more 
than 480.000 persons, would be 
reduced because increased private 
employment demands would re­ 
lease workers from the dole. 
Sees Relief Rolls Slashed 
“Defense 
is 
more 
important 
than relief,” the report claimed, 
“and the rush for work for re­ 
armament will cut out much of 
the unnecessary relief.” 
Instead of convening an extra 
session of the legislature in the 
present “emergency,” the commit­ 
tee urged that the state “stop all 
unnecessary highway building and 
turn 
the 
highway 
forces 
and 
equipment to building air bases 
before both ourselves and the 
highways are blown to bits.” 
Pointing out that the federal 
government had indicated its ten­ 
tative approval of the huge air 
program, 
the committee 
asked 
that work be started immediately.

Pittsburg’s Steel Mills Boom 
As National Defense Program 
Piles Up Orders for Materials 


LONDON, Oct. 
14 — Broadway 
newsboy technique has arrived in 
London. 
But instead of shouting ‘‘all 
about the 
big 
battle” cockney 
news sellers used black boards on 
which they chalk the latest de­ 
velopments with each edition. 
Newspapers used to distribute 
handbills with a summary of their 
lead story, but paper shortage has 
prevented the continuance of this 
custom. 
Left to their owm devices, Brit­ 
ish news boys pick the story they 
like best and chalk their own in­ 
terpretation of it. 
Some of these efforts attract 
more attention than the newspa­ 
pers themselves. 
“R. A. F. give Nazis another 
black eye,” or ‘‘Hamburg is Hit­ 
ler's headache.” 
One of the best was seen in 
Fleet Street when the newspapers 
came out with the news of the 
British navy’s pursuit of the Ital­ 
ian navy. 
The blackboard an­ 
nounced briefly, 
“Mediterranean boat-race.” 


Steel for armament 
PITTSBURG, 
October 
14— 
Pittsburgh’s gigantic steel 
mills 
have reached capacity production. 
From a high of 94.5 percent of 
theoretical production reached last 
December, 
the 
steel 
industry 
slumped 
to 
60.7 
percent 
last 
March 23. 
Today the industry is once again 
W'ell over OO percent of theoretical 
capacity—and actually has reach­ 
ed its capacity production. 
Man 
and machine have been 
geared to the highest possible pro­ 
duction schedules under the im­ 
petus of the largest and mightiest 
defense program ever carried out 
by a single nation. 
For the next few months, at 
least, it is 
felt by executives in 
this area, the mills will continue 
to operate aud produce the steel 
vital to the president’s $14,000.- 
000,000 defense program as rapid­ 
ly as the red ore can be carried 
into the district from the Great 
I^akes ports. 
24 Hours A Day 
Day and night—in three eight- 
hour shifts — the nation’s men of 
iron, tend their roaring furnaces, 
casting tons of black soft coal 
smoke over the area as the snub­ 
nosed Bessemer 
converters 
are 
tilted to the sky and allowed to 
burn off in a haze of brilliant sul­ 
phur-colored light. 
Never since the days of the last 
World war has the district seen 
such activity. Never since, the last 
World war has the steel worker 
so sharply felt the boom of the 
times. 
Executives of Camegie-Illinols 
Steel corporation, largest subsid­ 
iary of United States Steel, and 
Jones & Laughlin Steel corpora­ 
tion, the largest independent pro­ 
ducer in the Pittsburgh district, 
were unanimous in 
their predic­ 


tions for a continued capacity pro­ 
duction for the industry, 
In substance, they reported: 
“The present high rate of pro 
duction seems bound to last for a 
long time. 
‘‘A sudden peace might affect 
the rate 
of 
production, 
but 
it 
seems more than likely that the 
national defense 
program will 
have advanced too far before any 
such move can or will be under­ 
taken.” 
Reach Capacity 
These executives reported that 
their mills have reached capacity 
production and that the theoreti­ 
cal capacity figures from now on 
will merely reflect slight variances 
in mill production due to heat 
waves or limits imposed by the 
machinery itself. 
The United States navy alone 
already has begun to spend as 
much as $7,000,000 a month in the 
Pittsburgh area as a work is being 
rushed to build a fleet capable of 
engaging any combination of for­ 
eign fleets which might attack the 
Western Hemisphere. 
Captain Ralph T. Hanson, in­ 
spector of naval material here, 
said: 
“Steel, aluminum, armor plate, 
special alloys, electrical motors — 
in fact everything that goes Into a 
battleship—are being purchased in 
increased quantities.” 
Money being expanded by the 
army for defense materials is like­ 
wise reaching 
astronomical pro­ 
portions. 
The National Tube company at 
McKeesport recently reported re­ 
ceiving a $25,000,000 order for air­ 
plane bon.b8 and other projectiles 
to be made of seamless pipe. 
In order to fill 
the order, the 
company was forced suddently to 
hire 1,000 to 1,500 additional men

A reflection of increased activ­ 
ity in the aluminum industry also 
was seen recently in the announce­ 
ment by the Aluminum Company 
of America that it was cutting a

price. It wras the second such cut 
this year. 
The metal, which sold for 20 
cents a pound until March 25, now 
sells out 19 cents a pound. 
The 
company reported the 
reduction 
was possible because of expansion 
of plant facilities and research ac­ 
tivities and because of constant 
improvement of technique.

company 
recently 
an­ 
nounced that a $56,000,000 expan­ 
sion program, covering less than a 
five-year period, was nearing com­ 
pletion. 
Large quantities of 
aluminum 
are used by the aircraft indus­ 
try,

been receiving 
awards from the government at 
better than $35,000,000 a day since 


June 6 under the guiding hand of 
William S. Knudsen, head of the 
defense production program.

BRAZIL, Ind., October 14—An 
old weather-beaten chicken house 
standing in the rear of a local 
property is all that remains touay 
of an ambitious but ill-fated pub­ 
licity stunt boosting the election 
of Republican presidential nomi­ 
nee, Benjamin Harrison, in 18S8. 
At that time, G.O.P. enthusi­ 
asm 
ran 
high 
throughout the 
country, for the Republicans had 
just come out of four years of 
the 
Cleveland 
Administration, 
first Democratic regime since the 
Civil War. 
Consequently, a Kansas farmer 
decided to build a huge wooden 
ball, paint it red. white and blue 
with scenes relating to the cam­ 
paign and roll it all the way to 
Washington. 
But the ball never even reached 
its first, destination—the Benja­ 
min Harrison home in indianap­ 
olis. 
A 52-year-old photograph shows 
the huge sphere at the side of the 
old National Road—now U. S. 40 
- i n Brazil in September 1888. 
The ball left Brazil on its journey 
cast and got as far as Crop Creek, 
five miles out of Brazil. when a 
covered 
wagon 
bridge 
stopped 
proceedings. 
At 
considerable 
expense, 
a 
temporary platform bridge was 
built across the creek and a new 
roadway was gouged out of the 
side of the hill. 
But when four Kansas horses 
started

WASHINGTON —Radium since 
its discovery has saved thousands 
from lingering death of cancer and 
has also proven one of the most 
difficult of elements to handle. In 
some instances, it has even taken 
the lives of those seeking to ,har­ 
ness it for good. 
Now the Bureau of ^Standards in 
Washington announces perfection 
of two new portable hospital in­ 
struments 
which 
measure 
and 
warn against too large a dosage of 
radium’s powerful gamma-rays. 
Also of great value in the con­ 
trol of high voltage X-ray dosage, 
the 
first of 
the two 
machines 
measured gamma-ray intensities of 
as little as 0.1 microgram of ra­ 
dium. Tile second machine meas­ 
ures these rays in terms of roent­ 
gens per day and gives visible and 
audible alani! when the maximum 
dosage of 0.1 roentgens has been 
reached. The machine also gives 
the operator warning in the pre­ 
sence of large sources of gamma- 
rays. such as eminate from radi­ 
um, high voltage X-ray tubes and 
Cyclotrons, or “atom busters,” as 
they have been called. 


HARTFORD. Conn., Oct. 14—

The previous high was set in 
1917, the year of World W ar 
drafts, when 14,602 couples w'ere 
married.

However, drafts and wTar have 
not always increased the marriage 
rate in the state, according to rec­ 
ords which date back to 1848 
when there were 2,816 marriages. 
For example, 
in 
1860, 
there 
were 4,036 couples wed. In 1861, 
there were 3,757 and in 1862, there 
were 3.701. 
In 1865, there W’ere ! 
4,460. 
The inference is that d u r-1 
ing the Civil W ar sw eethearts; 
waited until after the war to get , 
married, 
whereas 
during

World War they married before I 
the war was over. 
Welling insists, however, that 
conscription is not entirely re­ 
sponsible for the sharp increase 
as the trend since 1936 has been 
upward. 
In that year when Connecticut 
became the first state in the union ;

only 8.278 marriages. In 1935, 
Cupid rang the bell 12,758 times.

He continued to rally in 
1038 with a total of 10,252 and 
last year he sent 13,783 couples to 
the altar. 
Estimated 1940 Total 
By actual count there were 
6,544 marriages in the first six 
months of 1940, lait on the basis 
of this trend Welling said there 
should be 15,346 weddings for the 
year.

TOKYO, Oct. 14— New govern­ 
m ental restrictions are singing the 
Swan Song 
of A m erican motion 
pictures in Japan, restrictions so 
drastic th a t they appear ju st short 
of a law prohibiting the im port of 
A m erican m ade pictures. 
Since July 1937, the sta rt of the 
China Incident, m ore and more re­ 
strictions have been placed in the 
path of the m ajor studios of A m er­ 
ica, all of which m aintain offices 
and distribution centers in Tokyo. 
Shortly 
a fte r the outbreak of 
hostilities in China the authorities 
decided to lim it the num ber of for­ 
eign pictures adm itted into Japan. 
The reason given them was to con­ 
serve foreign exchange. 
As a re ­ 
sult the finance m inistry announc­ 
ed th a t $30,000 in A m erican film 
prints would be perm itted to enter 
the country during the year. U nder 
existing prices th a t m eant about 
240 pictures. 
A ctually im part per­ 
m its were granted fo r only about 
180 pictures. 
Then the quota, or 
the unused portion, w as extended 
to care for 1939 as well. 
L ater a 
new system w as worked out and 
the Home 
M inistry 
notified the 
A m erican film studies th a t only 81 
pictures could be brought into the 
country during 1940. 
B ut added to this curtailm ent 
w as a rule requiring individual im ­ 
port perm its for each picture from 
the Finance M inistry. Applications 
for perm its have been refused for 
one reason or the other in num er­ 
ous cases, it is reported by the 
offices. 
Several Pictures Banned 
L ast year censorship barred sev­ 
eral pictures and the com panies 
were perm itted to bring in substi­ 
tute on four of these only. 
Of 
the nine unreleased pictures on 
hand in Jap an now. four are rep­ 
resented by these substitutions. 
W hether or not additional per­ 
m its will be granted is not known, 
but a t the present tim e it is re­ 
ported no im port perm its are be­ 
ing considered nor have any been 
approved on pictures to be brought 
in. 
In addition to the lack of per­ 
m its and the financial exchange 
problems, there are tw o other fac­ 
tors which are 
b arriers to 
the 
future profitable existence of film 
offices in Japan. 
F irst of these is 
the three hour lim it imposed cm 
length of program s, including in­ 
term ission tim e. 
The average fea­ 
ture runs about 
an 
hour and a 
half. 
There is now a rule th a t a 
certain am ount of footage of Ja p ­ 
anese m anufacture m ust be includ­ 
ed in all program s. 
W ith require­ 
m ents including a cultural film, 
short subjects and perhaps a floor 
show, the double feature day is 
already gone. 
An anticipated law requiring ad­ 
ditional footage of Japanese m ake 
will undoubtedly squeeze m ost of 
the A m erican film s out, distribut­ 
ors declare. 
No Revivals Permitted 
Even w ith im portation perm its 
curtailed the m ajor studio offices 
were still able to show a Small 
profit on re-runs of old, but popu­ 
lar pictures. 
Now the censorship 
requirem ents are such th a t a cen­ 
sorship certificate 
is nq longer 
good for an unlim ited length of 
time. 
This m eans th a t popular 
pictures run 
several years ago 
cannot now be revived and shown 
again. 
The reason given for the clam p­ 
ing down on foreign film s is the 
country’s desire to hoard its fo r­ 
eign exchange.

A few of the 264 
aliens, which the Intelligence de­ 
partment uncovered working as 
| civilians, 
have 
become 
alarmed 
and resigned while the remainder 
still hold on to their jobs, it was 
; said. 
Army officials, meanwhile, are 
not a little embarrassed by hav- 
j ing the aliens still on their pay­ 
rolls 
and 
by 
having 
to 
evade 
answers to the questions of the 
American colony and some Pana­ 
manian officials as to why the 
aliens are still working. 
Although 
Army 
authorities 
have been anxious, ever since the 
sensational disclosures of their in­ 
vestigation, to bring about a gen­ 
eral housecleaning, the alien dis­ 
missals 
have 
been 
delayed, ac­ 
cording to reports, by the alleged 
failure of the Washington, D. C., 
War Department to send instruc­ 
tions as to the manner of ousting 
the undesirables.

rates since 1911, according to the 
committee’s report.

grees for the 1883-1892 period to 
an average of 57.07 degrees for the 
1930-1939 
period,’’ 
the 
report 
states. 
“At Independence 
they 
have risen from 56.08 degrees to 
59.71 degrees for the same period 
and at Dodge City from 53.21 to 
56.58 degrees.” 
R ainfall Is 
le sse n in g 
At the same time, rainfall is 


lessening. 
The average 
annual 
rainfall at Manhattan from 1902- 
1811 ws 36.63 inches, but it was 
only 27.98 inches during the last 
decade. 
Between 6,000 and 8,000 farm

MacDonald, Nelson Eddy, Ilona; 
Massey, Miliza Korjus, Alice Faye, 
Tony Martin, John Payne and all 
the other singing starts. 
It in­ 
cludes mostly what goes on behind 
the scenes. 
Chiefly, 
the 
behind-the-scenes 
outlay for music goes for activi­ 
ties of composers, conductors, ar-1 
rangers and scores, the last named 
a highly specialized group which 
has become 
important 
with the 
growth of the audible picture. 
Music More Important 
A year that witnesses the advent 
of 
many musical films, as such, 
may see the assemblage involved 
In creative and constructive work 
augmented greatly and also may 
show suddenly 
rising costs 
for 
music in general. 
But regardless 
of whether 1940 be a good year or 
a poor year for the melody films, 
the rising quality of pictures and 
the competition among studios de­ 
mand a steadily greater invest­ 
ment in the production of music, 
even when it is used simply as a 
background. 
In a few years, at the rate ifs 
going, background music will re­ 
quire the work of more and more 
composers of world renown; Na­ 
thaniel Finston, head of the music 


department at M. G. M., speaks of 
Prokofieff and Honegger among 
other moderns. Noted among those 
in the world-wide sphere who al­ 
ready are here are Erich Wolf­ 
gang, Korngold, Richard Hageman, 
Wei ner Janssen and one or two 
others.

Musical composers today are as­ 
signed to the scoring of pictures 
in much the 
same fashion as a 
cast. This definitely is the policy 
of Louis Lipstone, Paramount exe­ 
cutive, who gives exceptional lati­ 
tude to his composers and who, be­ 
cause he is a new comer here, pro­ 
bably also represents a. new school 
of thought. 
Finston pioneered music-making 
In the studios. 
He has systema­ 
tized the work to such a degree 
that he practically knows the cost 
of ever note that is written and 
played. 
He can supply music for 
pictures out of a vast store ac- j 
cumulated for numerous exigen- j 
des. 
Men like Leo Forbstein at W ar­ 
ner’s and Alfred Newman at Twen- j 
tieth Century-Fox, also pioneers; I 
Dave Dreyer at 
R-K-O, 
Morris I 
Stoloff at Columbia, Charles Pre- j 
vin at Universal, all have devised 
special systems that have proved 
highly effective and the industry 
has developed many music-makers 
like Max Steiner, Herbert Stot- 
hart, Alfred

and others whose mark in compo­ 
sition is highly recognized.

URBANA, 111., — To learn how 
the core of atoms is put together, 
an electric gut) shooting 1,000,000,- 
OOO,OOO,WO atomic bullets a second 
la being employed by University of 
Illinois scientists. 
Tile gun is known in scientific 
circles as ‘'linear acceleration” and 
the atomic bullets, or 
deuterons, 
come from it at a speed of 3,000 
miles a second. They are used to 
bombard 
heavy 
water, 
whoso 
atoms are smashed by the bullets. 
This releases the atom’s internal 
energy, causing particles of the 
Core or nucleus to fly off. 
For ce cry 100,000.000 bullets 27 
particles are released. Eight grains 
or radium, worth .51 OO.OW would be 
needed to produce a similar num­ 
ber of particles. 
The atom's suddenly released in­ 
ternal power throws the particles 
or neutrons out at a speed of 15,- 
000 miles a second. The University 
Of Illinois scientists 
are making 
carefully accurate measurements 
of the speeds of the neutrons. 
To accomplish this, 
they first 
alow the particles by sending them 
through 2 inches of paraffin, which 
reduces the average speed of the 
neutrons to about 3 miles a sec­ 
ond, or 10.000 miles an hour. 
By use of an ingenious appartus, 
the atomic bullets are sent flying 
against the heavy water in bursts 
like those from a machine gun. As 
a result, the neutrons also fly off 
in bursts. Electrical devices meas- 
sure the speed at which the bursts 
of slowed neutrons travel through 
a tube 5 feet in length. 
The machine in use was designed 
by Dr. John Manley who was grad­ 
uated from tile University in 1929 
and who later studied at Michigan 
and Columbia universities. Work­ 
ing with him in Dr, L. J. Haworth, 
a natve of West Newton, Ind. As­ 
sisting them is E. A. Luebke, Man­ 
itowoc, Wis.
